Terminal Disclaimer 

The terminal disclaimer filed on 12/09/2008 disclaiming the terminal portion of any patent 
granted on this application which would extend beyond the expiration date of Patent 7,353,428 
has been reviewed and is accepted.

Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments see Supplemental Appeal brief (pages 7 - 20), filed 1/12/2009, 
with respect to Claims 1-17 and 20 - 33 have been fully considered and are persuasive. 
Claims 1-17 and 20 - 33 are allowed. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-17 and 20 - 33 are allowed and renumbered as 1 - 31 . 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: prior art discloses 
enforcing an anti-virus policy when a status command is received at a client computer from a 
network device utilizing a network and installing and/or reinstalling the anti-virus scanning 
software. However prior art do not disclose"configuring a network interface (Network Interface 
Card) of a client computer to communicate only with a fix server that can supply a software fix to 
the client computer; and receiving from the fix server the software fix, wherein the client 
computer communicates only with the fix server when a determination is made that the client 
computer has not previously received the software fix".
